It 
appears from the statement issued to-day

| Court Holds That a Wife Cannot Re- 
cover Damages in Such a Case. 


Supreme Court Justice Davis yesterday 
;announced a decision, in sustaining a | 
demurrer, in which he held that a wife | 
|}could not recover damages from her hus- 
jband for libel. The case was that in| 
| which Mrs. Carrie I. Warmwood brought | 
lan action against her husband, John W. | 
Warmwood of Lowville, N. Y., to recover | 
| $4,000 damages for libel. He had a notice 
published in a newspaper to the effect 
that his wife had assumed her maiden 
name and was living apart from her fam- | 
ily and that he would not be responsible | 
for her debts. The alleged libel was | 
based on this, published statement. Mr. 
Warmwood’s attorneys @emurred to the 
complaint, declaring that the plaintiff had | 
no cause of action. 

Justice Davis, in sustaining the demur- 
rer, said he could find no authority in 
this State for the bringing of such an ac- 
tion, and that in the case of Freethy 
versus Freethy the court held that a wife 
could not sue her husband to recover 
{damages for slander. He held that a 
suit for libel by a wife against a hus- 
band must be considered similar to that 
for damages for slander, so he dismissed 
the complaint.

Here is a sample of an adaptation of the | 
Massachusetts form of the Australian 
ballot, which the Citizens’ Union recom- 
mends for adoption in this State. Albert 
8S. Bard, Chairman of the Ballot Reform 
Committee of the Union, issued last night 
copies of the ballot, coupled with petitions 
in blank, to be signed by voters, urging 
the Legislature at the coming session to 
adopt the form for this State. In a state- 
ment, in which he argued in support of 
the adoption of this form, Mr. Bard said: 

“If anything was needed to absolutely 
demonstrate the imperfection of our ex- 
isting ballot, the campaign and election 
Just closed furnished it. As a matter of 
fact, however, nothing was by 
those who have carefully studied the 
question. Baliot experts and the courts 
themselves, when election cases have been 
trought before them, have for years been 
pointing out the cvils of the present forin 
of ballot, and the uncertainties and pit- 
fails of the existing law. All efforts in 
the Legislature, however, to get a revision 
of the law and a new form of balict failed 
because the people were not sufficiently 
aroused to insist on the change. We hope 
that this situation is now at an end. 

“The party column and permission to 
mark the bailot in more way are 
at the bottom of most of the evils of the 
New York system. A great many people 
suppose ther: plitting 
a ballot, that is, to mark in the circle and 
also mark the individual names That 
is the simplest way; but it is surprising 
how many other ways may be and actu- 
ally are used by These other 
ways are usually through ignor- 
ance, and in most cases, when the ballot 
is not rendered entirely void, dif- 
ferent effect from that which voter 
intended.

that, for instance, may be marked with 
a blue lead pencil or a fountain pen in-

QUEER THINGS IN ELECTION.

Politicians of both parties are finding | 
the election figures of last Tuesday a/ 
fruitful source of study. There Is a gen-| 
eral agreement that there never has been 
another election in New York which pre-

The feature which probably stood out 
more prominently than any other was 
that Mayor McClellan received his whole 
plurality over Hearst in the Borough of 
Richmond. The most notable experiment 
of the McClellan administration in mu- 
nicipal ownership is the Staten Island 
Ferry; in fact, it is the only advance 
that the McClellan administration has 
made in that direction, with the excep- 
tion of the Williamsburg lighting plant. 

Another fact about the election which 
has been much commented upon is that 
Mayor McClellan captured the big Repub- 


, ican districts while losing some of the

in which Tammany heretofore 
has been strongest. Among the Repub- 
lican district carried by r. McClellan 
were the Nineteenth, the Twenty-first.

The Nineteenth istrict is the one in 
which Lemuel Eli Quigg is the RepublMc- 
an Warwick, and the Twenty-first is the 
district where Abraham Gruber Is the 
ublican leader. 

The Twenty-first District was carried 
District Attorney Jerome by nearly 7; 
plurality. Gruber has been one of the 
most bitter antagonists of Mr. Jerame, 
and the Twenty-first was also the home 
of Armitage Mathews. It was the predic- 
tion of the Gruberites that Jerome would 
get an awful drubbing in the Twenty- 
first. The result shows it to be his ban- 
ner district next to the Thirty-first. 

The Twenty-ninth District, which’ has 
been known as “the Diamond-Back Dis- 
trict,”” on account of the large number of 
wealthy citizeas who reside within its 
boundaries, and which has been one of-the 
Republican strongholds of the city, 8 
Mr. McClellan a plurality of nearly 2,000. 

Before the election there was much talk 
to the effect that many Republicans and 
Democrats as well would put their mark 
in the circle under the Jerome square and 
vote for no other candidate on the ballot. 
The Citizens’ Union took the position that 
Mr. Jerome's re-election was the principal 
issue of the canvass. In the circium- 
stances, therefore, it was to be expected 
that there would be’ more votes cast for 
District Attorney than for any other of- 
fice. As a matter of fact there were con- 
siderably less. The total vote for Mayor 
in Manhattan and the Bronx was 823,268, 
while the total vote for District Attorney 
was 315,666, or 7,602 less than the total 
vote for Mayor.

WIRELESS BALKS STOWAWAYS | 


One Ship Calls Up Another and Trans- 
fers Them at Sea. 


A transferring of stowaways between | 


two ships at sea, brought about by wire- 
less telegraph, was reported on the ar- 
rival of the New York and Porto Rico 
liner Coamo, from San Juan, yesterday. 
The transfer was made last Wednesday, 
and was from the Coamo to her Porto 
Rico-bound sister ship, the Ponce. 

Both vessels are equipped with the De 
Forest system of wireless telegraph, and 
here is the story cf now Capt. Sargent of 
the Coamo cheated Ellis Island out of the 
honor of deporting a couple of youthful 
Porto Ricans, 

“On Wednesday,” sald Capt. Sargent 
‘‘ when the steamer Coamo of 
the New York and Porto Rico Line was 
about 800 miles from San Juan on 
return trip to New York, I was informed 


; that two boys, stowaways, were on board. 


The Ponce of our Jine was about 100 miles 
eway when I sent a wireless message to 
Capt. Dalton of that vessel giving my 
position and asking if he would take the 


boys back to Ban Juan. The Captain re- 
plied, agreeing to do eo, also giving his 
latitude and longitude. 

The Coamo’'s couse was then changed, 
and when the two vessels hove in sight 


four hours later they were end on, coming | 


within a few hundred yards of each other. 
A boat was manned and the stowaways 
were transferred with a delay of less than 
ten minutes actual time, a feat 
would have been absolutely impossible 
without the use of the wireless telegraph.”’

SLANDER CASE DISMISSED. 
No Damages for Man Falsely Accused

Bill to Consolidate Outlying Sub- 
urbs to be Sent to Trenton. 


‘MUCH SPECULATIVE BUYING 


Recent Purchases, Supposed to be for 
Rallroads, Now Attributed to Pros- 


pective Home Development. 


As President of the Hoboken Board of 
Trade, Palmer Campbell, who is also 
President of a land improvement com- 
pany, has appointed a committee to take 
steps for the drawing of an act looking 
to the consolidation with Hoboken of the 


| chain of rapidly growing towns that lle 


north of that city. The act will provide 
for a referendum by which thé sense of 
the several communities interested will be 
taken some time in the early Spring of 
1906, 

The municipalities affected by the con- 
solidation movement are Hoboken, with 
a population of about 70,000; West Hobo- 
ken, with 30,000; Union, with 18,000; North 
Bergen, with 11,000; Guttenberg, with 
5,000; Weehawken, with 7,000; West New 
York, with 6,000, and Secaucus, with 
A population exceeding 150,000 will 
make the new city second only to Jersey 
City in size and importance. Jersey City 
was not larger than Hoboken when, in 
1870, she absorbed the little towns of Hud- 


| son City, Bergen, and Greenville. 


Including Bayonne and Jersey City with 
the proposed new Hoboken, a population of 
nearly 600,000 is embraced. They run so 


much into one another that movements have 


been made heretofore for a consolidation 
of all, but difference on the question 
whether the greater city should be known 
as Hoboken or Jersey City has defeated 
them. There is noticeable in both com- 
munities now, however, a marked change 
of sentiment in favor of the consolidation 
of all, and local real estate men believe 
within the next decade the two 
cities, with all the outlying townships, 
will be under one government. 
Meanwhile the four tunnels under the 


| Hudson already under way and the trol- 


ley extensions on foot are expected to do 
for the territory lying west of Jersey City 
what the railroads have done for its east- 
ern slope. Jersey City was scarcely more 
a little mound in the centre of a 
mud-flat when the railroads began to re- 
deem the tract from the river. Nine- 
tenths of the present territory of the city 
is made ground. The Hackensack Mead- 
ows on the west side of the city cover 
20,000 acres that only ueed to be diked 
and drained to make them habitable. 

A considerable part has been turned 
to account by the railroads, and the mos- 
quito-fighting communities have begun 
work that will lead to the utilization of 
the rest of it.

eye, or by the mere inspection of photographs. “ Dis- 
coveries ”’ must from the careful 
examination, measurement, and comparison of photo 
graphs, and from the discussion of the numerical 
records of accurate Eclipse work is 
now directed not so much to the detection of novelties 
as toward increasing the precision of our knowledge 
of phenomena already roughly known. From this 
point of view the eclipse of 1905 has unquestionably 
been a success; observations have been accumulated 
with apparatus of unprecedented power and delicacy, 
specially adapted to the investigation of the problems 
presented, and handled by observers, many of them 
of the highest ability in their specialties of research. 
But it will be several months before we shall be 
in @ position to reckon up with certainty just what

Taking up the stations in the natural order of the 
progress of the shadow, we have to begin the account 
with a most regrettable story of misfortune. The ob- 
servations in Labrador were completely defeated by 
the weather; the sun rose brightly, but before the 
beginning of the totality the sky was heavily over- 
cast. A large Canadian party under Prof. Chant of 
Toronto and Dr. King of Ottawa was stationed at 
the head of Lake Melville, about seventy miles in- 
jand. A second important party from the Lick Ob- 
servatory, headed by Dr. Curtis, occupied Cartwright, 
near the coast. Both parties were very fully equipped 
with: apparatus for large-scale photographs of the 
corona, and the lick party had also an elaborate 
outfit for photographing the sky near the sun in 
search for an intra-mercuriai planet. Much was 
hoped from the coniparison of these photographs 
with those made by similar instruments in Spain 
and Africa an hour or two later. The duration of 
totality is so short, nowhere exceeding three and one- 
half minutes, that negatives made at any single sta- 
tion cannot be expected to show any sensible changes 
in the corona, nor any motion of new pyanets, should 
any such be discovered; for this purpose photographs 
made at widely separated stations are essential. It 
is this that makes the loss of Labrador observations 
so unfortunate. 

We have seen no notice of any observations of the 
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shadow struck the of Spain 
and during its minutes’ flight

From places northeast of Burgos no reports 
been. received—indeed, it is doubtful whether 
astronomers chose to face the 
bilities for that region. At Burgos, and in its 
mediate vicinity, there were parties from alrhost 
every nation, but the record is only of partial suc- 
cesses or total failures; the presence of the Spanish 
King could not control the clouds and rain. At many 
points; however, the corona became visible for a 
minute or less through cloud gaps, and'a number of 
fairly good photographs of the corona were obtained, 
and some useful observations with spectroscopic, 
polariscopic, and other apparatus. 

There were probably some observers along the 
line between Burgos and the eastern coast, but we 
have seen no published reports except the bare men- 
tion that it was cloudy at Saragossa. Indirectly we 
have heard, however, that one of Admiral Chester's 
three Naval Observatory parties was at Daroca and 
was successful. 

On the eastern coast there were numerous parties 
of different nationalities scattered mostly along the 
railway line from Valencia to Tortosa. 

At Vinaroz Father Cortie and his associates re- 
port flying clouds, but obtained fairly good photo- 
graphs. At Porta Coeli one of the United States Ob- 
servatory parties report ‘‘splendid photographs,’ 
but with no further details. The Lick party of Prof. 
Campbell is said to have been also successful, though 
no printed statement of any sort has yet come to the 
writer's knowledge. 

At Tortosa, on the other hand, the French party 
under André report a total failure, and the important 
English party at Castellon, where Profs. Callendar 
and Fowler, with Mr. Shackelton, were stationed, met 
a similar fate. 

At Palma, on the Island of Majorca, the large 
Engttsh party headed by Sir Norman Lockyer and 
Dr. Lockyer, his son, had a partial success. The 
first reports indicated a failure almost total.

been obtained. But the elaborate and unprecedented- 
ly powerful spectroscopic apparatus, and the “ three- 
color’’ camera of Lady Lockyer were completely 
baffled. The failure was the more provoking because 
at Philippeville, Algeria, to which the party w4#s5 
originally destined, the weather was perfect, and the 
French observers had all the success which their in- 
ferior equipment permitted. It will be remembered 
that the Venus, the British gunboat which carried 
the party, was ordered away from the fortified har- 
bor of Philippeville by the French authorities be- 
cause, as has since been learned, some of the rather 
“fresh’’ young officers of the vessel had ‘amused 
themselves with a somewhat too: free use of thelr 
cameras. There: were some other observers at or 
near Palma who were. a little:more fortunate than 
the English party. Father Algue froia’ Manila, with 
several associates, and:a German party, the elec- 
triclans Elster and Geitel, subsidized from the Car- 
negie fund, were of the number, 

In Algiers the weather was generally fine, and 
nearly all the parties had good success. At Guelma, 
(a town some fifty miles inland from Bona beyond 


the mountains and in its immediate vicinity,) there 
were four parties, French, German, English, and 
American, to say nothing of a number of independent 
observers. They had.perfect weather, and almost 
perfect success, though there were some cases where 
assistants failed to perform the duties called for by 
the programme of observation, to the great disgust 
of their principals when they came to develop their 
negatives. The, third division of Admiral Chester’s 
party was there, also Mr. Newall from Cambridge, 
England. Spectroscopic and polarization observa- 
tions were specially looked after, and with apparatus 
superior to anything ever before. applied to such 
work. Bourget of the French party obtained fine 
three-color negatives of the corona. French observers 
were numerously distributed all along the shadow 
line, and for the most part were successful. The 
veteran Janssen was at Alcosebre, but we have seen 
no report from him as yet. At Sfax, on the eastern 
coast, there was trouble from flying clouds. One of 
the most important English parties was there, under 
Sir William Christie, the Astronomer Royal. Also a 
French: party under Bigourdan. It seems, however, 
that in the main the observations were successful in 
spite of the clouds. 

At Tripoli the French, Italian, and American ob- 
servers had fine weather. The American party from 
Amherst College was under the charge of Prof. Todd. 
He secured a large number of smallish photographs 
of the corona with an automatic apparatus, and one 
or two successful photographs with an apparatus 
similar to that used by the Lick parties in the search 
for intra-mercurial planets, having, however, only 
two telescopes, as against-the four of the Lick instru- 


merits. 
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But the greatest success of the eclipse was that of 
the observers at Assouan, where the Nile is held up 
near the first cataract by the great dam which is to 
control the annual overflow which fertilizes Egypt. 
Here were stationed the large English party under 
Prof. Turner of Oxford, the third ‘Lick’ party in 
charge of Prof. Hussey, and Russian and German 
parties. Most of.the English photographs are ex- 
cellent, but among their apparatus they had a huge 
reflecting telescope of thirty inches diameter and 120 
feet focal length, placed horizontal and “fed” by a 
large coelostat mirror. With this photographs of the 
sun twelve inches in diameter and of the surround- 
ing portion of the lower corona wers made. Unfor- 
tunately they were not developed on the spot—an ex- 
ceedingly difficult matter, if not impossible, for 
plates so large at such a place as Assouan—and on 
development at Cairo three days later they showed 
“a faithful picture of the grain of the wood (bass) 
of which the plate holders are made.’’ The same 
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thing occurred with some plates of the Indian eclipse 
of 1898, which were taken to England undeveloped. 
++ + , 


Prof. Hussey took no such chan¢ées with his plates, 
but developed them before leaving, in spite of the 
difficult circumstances, and found them all good but 
one. His large corona pictures were made with a 
five-inch lens of forty feet focus pointed directly at 
the sun. His instrument for hunting intra-mercurial 
planets was a combination of four telescopes. of 
three and one-half inches diameter and about twelve 
feet focus, mounted on a single clock-driven axis, and 
diverging so as to cover an extensive region along 
the ecliptic on each side of the sun, The English 
christened it ‘‘ the cross-eyed lady.” With this two 
successful exposures were made during the totality, 
giving eight good plates, which ought to show all ob- 
jects as bright as an eighth magnitude star within 
about twenty degrees of the sun. It remains to be 
seen whether the lady’s “ squinting ” has been to.any 
good purpose, but for this we must await the come 
parisons with the negatives made by Campbell's 
party in Spain, Prof. Todd's at Tripoli, and with the 
plates made with the same instruments, and cover- 
ing the same regions of the sky, before leaving home. 
It is an almost inexpressible misfortune that: the 
Labrador observations failed, for in the case of the 
discovery of any of the hunted planets they would 
have given the means of determining their motion, 
and approximately their distance from the sun. 

The form of the corona was noted at aH the sta- 
tions as that corresponding to the sun-spot maxf- 
mum, i. e., without the long streamers such as were 
observed in 1900, but of a roughly quadrilateral shape 
with the corners over the sun-spot zones. Most of 
the observers, but not all, thought it considerably 
brighter than in 1900 and 1901; this was certainly 
the case with the green coronal spectrum-line. 

It will be noticed that we give hardly any refer- 
ences to German observations; they had a number of 
parties in the field, but so far we have seen no re~ 
yorts of any kind from them. 

Nor have we taken any notice of the numerous 


observations of the ‘‘shadow-bands.” These have 
been known for several years to have no astronomical 
significance, being. merely an atmospheric phenome- 
non produced by the shifting masses and waves of 
variable density, wind-driven in our air, the same 
that cause the twinkling of the stars and the dancing 
and squirming of star-images in our telescopes. But 
some things belong to the class of the “ slowly 
learned.’ The so-called Baily’s beads were also long 
ago explained as simply due to irradiation and to im- 
perfect focusing or mal-definition in the instrument 
or eye of the observer. They are never seen by an 
observer with a good telescope, well adjusted, and 
with a good eye looking through a screen glass just 
dark enough to cut off the glare which causes irra- 
diation.

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The Training of Parents. 
HE training of parents is much neglected. It 
is apt to be overlooked, not only by the parents 
themselves, but by the children, who are busy 
with other—perhaps more important—things. 
Yet we cannot but believe that if childre 
really knew-—if this could be brought home to them 
in the right way—the importance of training tl 
parents early, much might be accomplished. By 
time they are old enough to have found their parents 
out, they themselves, alas, are well on the road to the 
same end. 

The sad part is, not that the children are almost 
invariably right; but it is that they are in most cases 
obliged to yield, just because the parent has learned 
certain superficial tricks which .urn the balance of 
power in his favor. A parent can talk more or less 
persuasively, and by long practice in the art of dis- 
“simulation, knows how to work upon a child and 
make him do the thing which he is much better able 
than the parent to decide about. 

Parents need looking after—now. perhaps, more 
than ever. There are too many theories about edu- 
cation nowadays for a child to go abroad with any 
degree of safety. He is almost sure to be lassoed 
with one, and the parent always draws the noose. 

What we learn as parents, we oftentimes regret, 
and wish it were not so firmly fastened within us— 
and then we turn around and foist it upon our young 
ones with idiotic conceit. 

But how are parents to be trained? That is the 
question. 

Children should begin young. They should also 
stand together. They may not hope to eradicate 
utterly the sophistry, the deceit, the artificiality, the 
injustice of the ordinary parent, all at once, but 
they can make a show, at least, of maintaining their 
own rights. Children are themselves often to blame, 
because they yield too easily. They do not know 
their own power, and having no other model before 
them, they try to hold their own by using the same 
weapons which they see their parents wielding with 
such effect.

Children should teach their parents, first, what 
to omit. Almost everything that is taught at present 
may be omitted. To appreciate this, we have only to 
think-how much children might learn if they were 
not educated.

Of course, it is almost hopeless for children to do 
much with parents without the aid of the latter. Par- 
ents have too great a start. They have acquired 
too much ignorance to have it rubbed off the slate 
by a mere baby.

We parents, then, 
shoulda co-operate with our children and should en. 
deavor to place ourselves in that humble attitude 
of receptivity which is the only way to acquire true 
wisdom: It is bad enough, indeed, for us to have 
all this slowly and laboriously learned fund of mis- 
information, but to hand it down raw to our off- 
spring is a crime against nature, snd we should not 
‘only guard them against learning anything from us, 
but we should prevent them from any outside inter- 
ference. If we can only stop teaching our children, 
we may then rightfully consider that a great step 
in our own training has taken place.

The Wall Street Point of View. 
AVING been down in Wall Street for several 
H weeks, and being obliged now to write for a 
living, I am prepared to give all the result of 
my experience. I am one of those philanthropic souls 
who, when they have a real good thing, ache and 
burn to impart it to the world. 

One of the first things to learn in Wall Street is 
the terms that are used. When you have mastered 
all the terms you are then a “financier.” We will! 
therefore plunge at once into the heart of the sub- 
ject. It is distressing enough to have lost your 
money, but not to be able to define your transac- 
tions in fitting language is extremely humiliating. 

Wall Street is made up, first, of operators. An 
operator is a man whose business it is to make 
money out of other people, or to lose money that 
other people make. When you begin to speculate 
you immediately become an operator. 

Operators are divided into two classes, bulls and 
bears. When you go into the Street you are a bul), 
After you have been there a little while you are a 


bear. Then you become a looker-on, A looker-on is 
any one who has seen better days. 

A margin is the money you put up when you first 
go into the Street. Increasing your margin is what 
you do after you have bought any stock. 

“Going short” is selling out something you 
haven’t got, with the idea that if you should ever 
have to get it you will lose what you have got. 

A “blind pool” is an organized band of robbers, 
who usually get together on a Sunday, having found 
out that you have been buying a certain stock, and 
agree to keep on selling it until you haven’t a cent 
left in the world. When you are one of a blind pool, 
however, it is then a solid array of the ablest finan-~ 
ciers in the country. 

“ Rigging’ a stock up is what happens to it im- 
mediately after you have sold it out at a loss. 

A tip is something given you by an insider as a 
guide. It is the evidence of things unseen, the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, and it always turns out 
the opposite from what you expected. ‘ An insider is 
any one who has acquired a certain amount of ig- 
norance about a particular stock. 

A “ gilt-edged ”’ security is anything which some 
other fellow has more than he wants of, and wishes 
to sell to you. 

There are a great many more terms used in Wall 
Street, but these are all I learned. At this point my 
collateral gave out.. Collateral, by the way, is what 
you leave behind when you leave the Street.

WALL STREET AND “ SOCIETY.” 
NYBODY who wants a solid story of that New 
A York which is made up of Wall Street, Fifth 
Avenue, and the self-made man who has not 
yet reached Fifth Avenue, would do well to take up 
“The Deluge,” by David Graham Phillips, (Bobbs, 
Merrill,) and begin. The instructions need go no 
further. The book takes care of itself and the reader 

from the first page to the end. 

Any one who doesn’t like truth, however, or hates 
to have it dished up without trimmings, had better 
let the book alone. Mr. Phillips—or perhaps it would 
be fairer to say Mr. Blacklock, the self-made man 
arrived at the edge of Fifth Avenue—says what he 
believes to be the truth about Wall Street and so- 
called society in untrimmed terms. Observe, on 
Page 434, Blacklock’s soliloquy on New York; you 
are not expected to agree, but read: 

This New York! This New York, that dabbles its 
slime of sordidness and snobbishness on every flower 
in the garden of human nature. New York that de- 
stroys price and substitutes vanity for it. New York 
with its petty, mischievous classmakers, the pattern 
for the rich and the “smarties” throughout the 
country.

Having delivered himself in this way, Blacklock, 
the rebellious, looks at the picture of the woman he 
loves--a society belle. ‘Are you like that?” he asks 
of it. The picture seems to answer, ‘‘ Yes—I am.” 
And instead of tearing it up he kisses it. Which is 
just like the rest of “ The Deluge,” not what things 
should be, but what they dre. 

The story deals with the financial methods of cer- 
tain persons in Wall Street. In Blacklock himself 
the reader is apt to picture a man with a penchant 
for sending telegrams. One wonders how much of 
the one was taken to make the other. There are 
other characters, too, which the reader may identify. 
Henry J. Roebuck, philanthropist, church member, 
and pillar of the Constitution, is particularly inter- 
esting.

The 
Earl of Feldersberg, in the peerage of Great Britain, 
is also by accident of birth a Russian Prince. He 
has been a soldier in Africa and a man of fashion, 
but has renounced these vanities for art and a studio 
in Venice on ten shillings a week. To that studio 
comes H. R. H. Margaret, a most inspiring sort of 
Princess. In her teens (when she was in exile) Fel- 
dersberg had told her he loved her, and been laughed 
at for his pains.

Since 
the situation of her country requires her to take a 
husband, and since the etiquette of her exalted sta- 
tion makes it necessary for her to do the asking—

than that—ahd so I thought of you naturally.” 

You may imagine the embarrassment of the lady 
and the stupefaction of his lordship. To be sure, he 
adores the Princess, but five years have passed, and 
the author has invented and magnified with pride 
and jealousy into a monster a most trivial complica- 
tion. The ingenuity with which she keeps that com- 
plication constantly complicating itself and causing 
H. R. H. tears and her consort fierce gnawings of 
his mustachios is, in short, quite worthy of Mrs. 
Craigie, Her description of the circumstances at- 
tending the royal marriage is equally worthy of her. 

H. R. H. Prince Adolf, stepfather to the Princess, 
is a most engaging old villain; the Countess Rixen- 
sart, cousin to the Princess, is also most engaging in 
her way-—which is devious—while the Princess her- 
self is too womanlike for words. Certain British 

bridegroom appear at immense 
disadvantages. In the midst of the first quarrel 
matrimonial, which inevitably follows close on the 
ceremony, the consort must hurry away to Siguria— 
the marriage takes place in Italy—to suppress certain 
turbulent rebels in the mountains. You may listen 
afterward to Princess Margaret's reflections. For 
you may as well know that the Princess is “‘a wo- 
man first and a Princess a long way afterward.”

HE Children’s Museum, although 

not new in England or Germany, 

Was proposed by one of the cura- 

ters of the Brooklyn Institute of 

‘Arts und Sciences, and is located 

in an old residence surrounded by a pretty 
garden on the corner of Brooklyn Avenue 
and Prospect Place, Brooklyn. 

It came about entirely in a 
way, for the building now’ used for this 
museum had previously been a sort of 
storehouse for the surplus exhibits of the 
Central Museum, also in Brooklyn, on the 
Eastern Parkway. 

Both places are under the direction of 
the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Bci- 
ences, and both are sustained by a city ap- 
propriaton of $70,000 annually. Like most 
educational enterprises, the Children’s Mu- 
seum receives donations, but not often 
enough, apparently, to accomplish the in- 
teresting purposes that are in the mind 
of ifs present Curator, Miss Anna Billings 
Gallup. 

Just what a children’s museum ought to 
be Miss Gallup knows, and her plan, as 
it is slowly working out, opens up an en- 
tirely novel application of scientific 
knowledge to the child mind. 

“Of ‘course, there isn’t such a thing 
a museum adapted solely to juvenile in- 
terests,”” said Miss Gallup; ‘“‘ but we are 
trying here to establish through the chan- 
nel of a child’s curiosity an interest in the 
ethical meaning of the world around about 
it. The child mind is what we bend every 
effort to.appeal to here, not at the sacri- 
fiee, however, of accurately scientific in- 
formation.”

There are children’s departments in the 
museums abroad, Miss Gallup told me, 
systematically attached to the schools. 
Every week these museums send hamp- 
ers of selected specimens-to the schools, 
where they are unpacked and exhibited 
in the class rooms as a part of the rou- 
tine study of the week. This has not been 
reached in American schools yet. There 
is: even some difficulty to make the 
schools assume active interest in the 
very valuable purposes of a children's 
museum. 

“ We have no official relations with the 
Board of Education, and though we rep- 
resent the child educationally, we are 
obliged to do so independently of any 
official assistance from the _ schools,”’ 
said Miss Gallup, who seemed resigned to 
the fate of many clever people who find 
it difficult to establish progressive meth- 
ods in educational directions because of 
the official indifference or neglect. 

The sixth year of educational work be- 
gan on Oct. 2 with a course of lectures to 
school children. 

The lecture room, however, is entirely 
too small to accommodate the children. 

It seats only sixty at a time, that 
frequently the lectures are repeated four 
times. The inefficiency cf this room can 
be estimated whin it is known that the 
average attendance at each lecture this 
year has been 104. Wighty-one teachers 
visited the museum with classes last 
month, and the total number of visitors

HEY have just harvestea@}the sun- 
flower crop in Southern Indiana, 
and Farmer John McDonald of Bar- 
tholomew Township smildd while 
his neighbors worked. Fifteen vears 

ago the laugh was the other way. Farmer 
McDonald foiled and his neighbors 
laughed at his labor. They shook their 
heads knowingly, and sagely remarked 
that they feared the industrious McDon- 
ald was just a little bit off. They consid- 
ered the sowing of sunflower seed as 4 
sure sign of insanity. And didn’t Farmer 
McDonald plant’ sunflower seed? He cer- 
tainly did. He deserted stable old corn 
altogether, and turned his farm of 100 
acres into a “flower garden.” Such a 
wanton waste of time and land, not to 
say lack of common sense, had never been 
seen before in Indiana, and small won- 
der that the good neighbors of Farmer 
McDonald spoke to the township authori- 
ties and suggested that their friend 
needed the careful attention of a nurse.

As yet no one has 
invented a machine that will do the work, 
but Farmer McDonald hopes to be: the 
pioneer inventor of a sunflower harvest~ 
er, as’ he was the pioneer planter of the 
seed In the Middle West. 

When a farmer is ready to harvest his 
sunflower crop he sends a wagon into the 
field. In the wagon are boys each carry- 
ing a club. Men walk along, and with 
corn knives cut the sunflowers from their 
stalks and toss them into the wagon. 
There the boys beat the heavy pods of 
seed with the clubs, and thus separate 
the seed from the husks, which they 
throw to the ground. If the pods are par- 
tially green they stick to the hands and 
the seeds are very hard to thresh out. 

A bushel of sunflower seed weighs 
about thirty-two pounds and averages 
about 65 cents a bushel. It is generally 
sold by the pound, and this year is 
quoted in Bartholomew Township at 2 
cents. When Farmer McDonald sold his 
first crop he received 7 cents a pound 
for his seed. 

Sunflowers grow to an enormous heigh¢ 
when wild, but even higher when care 
fully cultivated as in Indiana. The far- 
mers watch the growth of each stalls 
and trim it so that it will produce only 
one flower and seed pod instead of sev~ 
eral small ones. They find that the seed 
is bigger and heavier when brought fortls 
in a single pod. 

The one great menace to a sunflower 
crop is the English sparrow. Large 
flocks of this small bird descend upon a 
field and unless discovered in time are 
very destructive. Many methods~ have 
been used by the farmers to get rid of 
these pests, but the only effective way is 
to use the shotgun.

well suited to their wearers’ coloring. 
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An extremely smart gown, also seen at 
this wedding, but worn by a dark beauty 
unknown to the writer, was a golden- 
brown chiffon broadcloth reception gown 
of princess cut. It fitted like the pro- 
verbial glove from the bust line down, 
and was absolutely plain save at the low- 
er edge. It closed invisibly down the 
back by hooks. It was so gored that 
while tight about the waist and upper 
hips it, began at the widest part of the 
hips to form pointed folds to the floor. 
Some three inches from the skirt’s edge 
ran a two-inch band of velvet of a darker 
shade, embroidered in dull gold bullion; at 
intervals of fourteen inches the band, 
which was a shaped one, curved up and 
formed two crossing, pointed ends, the 
point of each held down by a bronze 
cabochon.

HIGH MONEY 


Last Week’s Record 
Past. 


HOW THE BANKS’ PROFIT 


Cent. Periods—Evading 
Usury. 


Last week's advance in call money to 15 
per cent. and the accompanying liquida- 
in the stock market are incidents 
which go a long way to prove the fallacy 
of the contention advanced often of late 
that precedent no longer counts for much 
in Wall Street. 


Abnormal money rates have in the past, 


| without exception, been folloed by heavy | 


liquidation, though at times the bulls have 
fought for a while against the tide. The 
record of the call money market pre- 
sents some interesting figures. Loans 
in the past frequently have been made at 
rates alongside of which the 15 per cent. 
quoted last week pales into insignifi- 
cance. The highest rate for call money 
on record is the 866 per cent. paid during 
the last week of February, 1881. 


to pay 186 per cent. That rate was paid 
in December, 1899, when the monetary 
situation was seriously disturbed by the 
Boer War. It had previously been paid 
in August, September, November, and De- 
1890. In June, 1887, call loans 
made at 141 per cent. and at 127 
per cent. during the last week of October, 
1896. 

The advance tn the call money rate on 
Thursday brought the money market to 
the highest level reached since April 1, 
1908. That was the last date on which 
loans were made on the Stock Exchange 
at 15 per cent. On that day and several 
previous days on which money 
manded nearly as high rates the stock 
market was under great selling pressure 
and prices yielded to the extent of many 
points. The selling movement of which 
this 15 per cent. rate for call money was 
an incident lasted from early in March 
to the middle of April. One of the chief 
depressing influences of the period was 
the handing down of the decision against 
the Northern Securities Company declar- 
ing it an {illegal corporation. 

Money was dear all through this period 
of six weeks. The declines in the market, 
including practically the whole list, were 
severe. Pennsylvania fell from 148% to 
182%; New York Central, from 14614, to 
128%; Southern Pacific, from 68% to 53%; 
Union Pacific, from 98, to 86%; St. Paul, 
from 175% to 158, and Loulsville and 
Nashville, from 124 to 113. 

General conditions were of course very 
different at that time from those prevail- 


ing now. The position of the banks, how- | 


ever, was strékingly similar, so far at 


least as their reserves were concerned. | 


On April 2, the day after money loaned at 
15 per cent., the banks reported a surplus 


surplus of $2,354,000 reported by the banks 
last week. The banks then were unable, 


| just as they were at the beginning of this 


week, to extend further aid to those act- 


jive in bulling stocks, end the result was |

TIPPING AS A. BUSINESS 


Wall Street Bureaus That Sell 
Stock Market ‘Advice. 


|DEMAND FOR IT IS LARGE 


|Evidence That It Is Profitable—Not 
the Advice, but the Pur- 
veying of It. 


In. the way of lighter comment, refere 
ence is made occasionally to the “ tipping 
bureaus” of Wall Street, and it never 
fails to bring in one or more letters ask- 
ing the financial editor kindly to recom- 
mend some trustworthy purveyor of speo- 
ulative advice at so much per week. The 
last time it happened, one letter came 
from a man in a little village of the far 
Northwest, whose manner of making the 
request betrayed total ignorance of stock 
market speculation. Other letters on the 
same errand, however, have come from 
men evidently in touch with the world and 
its affairs—physicians, merchants, law- 
yers, &c. It seems almost incredible that 
any intelligent person should expect a 
tipping bureau for a fee of $10 or $15 a 
week to furnish {ts subscribers with a 
daily budget of money-making advice, 
but that is what the tipping bureau un- 
| dertakes to do, and the fact that a num- 
ber of such bureaus continue to do busf- 
ness year after year and advertise ex- 
tensively {s proof enough that they find 
enough dupes to make the pretense prof- 
|} itable. If the information which 
a tipping bureau purveys at so much per 
week is trustworthy, it igs certainly too 
valuable to sell, and {f it is untrustwor- 
| thy it is not only valueless, but a source 
of loss to those who may act upon it, and 
yet there are people who will send in $5 
or $10 for the name of a stock that is 
£o0ing to advance 20 paints, without in- 
quiring why the man who advertises such 
information for sale does not play it him- 
| Self instead of peddling it out to others. 
The head of a tipping bureau will not 
argue the point if you corner him, He 
will only bluster and point to his “‘ record 
on the market,"’ and his record will show, 
not that he right most of the 
| time, but that he has been right all of 
} tMe time; that his advice ts infallible. 
That is the perfection of the science of 
tipping—to be right all the time no matter 
what the market may do. The market is 
| doing the time, and it 
goes neither without fre- 
quent reversals. A bull market has its 
set-backs and a bear market its recov- 
erles, and the tipster is able to show you 
by his own predictions that he foresaw 
; every one of these ups and downs. His 
predictions, of course, have been artfully 
two-sided, but you were to hava attended 
only to the main prediction if it happened 
to go right, and only to the qualifications 
with which it was hedged about if it, 
perchance, went wrong. 

The business of purveying stock market 
advice was developed as it exists to-day 
in the bull market of five years ago. The 
public in 1900 was seized with one of its 
periodical manias for speculation, and 
would act blindly upon the flimsiest kind 
of information, There had been tipping 
bureaus before, but the advertising feat- 
ure of the business had been neglected. 
It remained for a man who knew human 
nature and nothing about the stock mare 
ket to discover the possibilities of adver- 
tising, He borrowed $5 to pay for the in- 
sertion of his first small advertisement. 
It brought him in something like $25, out 
of which he paid back the $5 he had bor- 
rowed and put the remaining $20 into ad- 
vertising space; that brought him in 
nearly $100, of which he put $80 into ad- 
vertising, and so on as rapidly as the 're- 
turns grew, until at the end of a few 
months he was spending several thousand 
dollars a week in advertising. All this 
time he was advising people to buy 
stocks. He knew only that people wanted 
and he supposed it was a bull 

It a bull market. His 
continued to grow until it 
j}became so large that he arranged 
la code with his subscribers, In- 
|} stead of sending them letters each day 
| they were to read his advertisement each 
| morning to know what they should buy 
that day. Certain words, meaningless 
without the subscriber’s key, meant cer- 
| tain stocks. In less than two years this 
|man cleared $250,000 and gave the busi- 
| ness to his stenographers. But he had be- 
come interested in speculation himself, 
and finally went broke buying Chicago 
and Northwestern at the top of the bull 
market. His sensational success has never 
been repeated. He seized the psychologi- 
cal moment for préying upon the public’s 
infinite credulity in a wholesale manner, 
and was in line with the biggest bull 
market there hag ever been. 

Stranger, than the simplicity of the out- 
side public that is only occasionally in the 
market the fact that many habitual 
followers of the stock market speculation 
regularly subscribe to a tipping bureau, 
and are influenced by its advices. In al- 
most every bucket shop in the country 
the daily advisory service of some Wall 
Street bureau is obtained for the benefit 
of the clients, and even small brokerage 
houses in Wall Street take the letters of 
the better-known tipsters, and display 
them along with other gossip. ‘‘ Our peo- 
ple,"’ the brokers say, ‘‘ must have some- 
ithing to trade on. They like this stuff 
jand want it, and we are only too glad 
to provide it. We are not responsible for 
it further than to buy it, and put !t in 
front of our clients. If they will trade 
on it we make commissions.” 

The tipping bureaus that last through 
all kinds of markets are those that have 
perfected the art of giving people the 
| kind of advice they want, and of so bal- 
| ancing their opinions that they are always 
| right. As a rule people want bullish ad- 
| vice, and hence the established tipping 
bureaus have always a strong leaning 
toward the bull side of the market. Not 
long ago a new star appeared in the 
tipping firmament. He was a tremen- 
dous bull, and had a dizzy rise, subscrib- 
ers flocking to his call. Then he turned 


suddenly to the bear side of the market, 
and because his predictions were not 
forthwith fulfilled his following deserted 
him abruptly. People will wait for bull- 
ish predictions to come true, but with 
season predictions, which are unpopular 
to begin with, they have very little pa- 
tience. When one who sells speculative 
advice takes a position from which he 
cannot retreat he risks his reputation and 
| stands to lose his following if he is wrong. 
It does not help him any that he hes 
given his honest opinion. The tipster 
who would last through the ups and 
downs of the game must be a “ trim- 
mer.”
